N exchange declares that one of the most amazing 


bills ever introduced in a Jaw-making body is being 


opposed at Albany by teachers in the public schools and 
instructors in a mini her of educational institutions. 


The bill would piohibi* any text-books in American 


history from being used in public schools which "ignores, 
omits.' discounts, or in any manner belittles, ridicules, 
falsifies, distorts, questions, doubts or denies the o\c-nt<- 
leading up to the Declaration of Independence, or con- 
nected with the American Revolution." Another prohibi- 
tion is designed for the text-book that "doubts or denies 
the deeds and accomplihhmenls ot the noted American 
patriots or questions the worthiness of their motives*." 


In other words, we must all believe that the "found- 


ing fathers'" were all saints. 
We must belieie this re- 


gardless of the fact that they struck out a paragraph 
in the original draft of the Declaration of Independence 
denouncing slavery and the slave trade. 
They were 


saints, altho it is known that many Southern slave own- 
ers approved the revolution because it would give them 
an opportunity to repudiate debts due British merchants. 
JThey were saints, altho evidence is convincing that some 
of them in New England were smugglers including John 
Hancock. 


McMaster's rich work of more than 40 years must be ( 
thrown on the junk heap. 
No historian should clrawi 


upon the journals of the Continental Congress to show ' 
that, in spite of repeated resolutions that the paper money 
paid to the revoluionary soldiers would not be repudiated, 
yet it was repudiated in part in 1780.

but 10 years later Congress redeemed certificates of in-' 
debtedness in the hands of a Tew at par. 
We must never

them is a state sin. We must not mention the fact that' 
Gouverneur Morris denounced the democratic masses 
in 1774 as "poor reptiles" whom the "gentry" feared, or1 
that in 1814 he delivered an oration in New York to cele-, 
brate the "restoration of the Bourbons" in France. Mor-j 
ris signed the Constitution, believed that property alone 
should be represented in the government, but never | 
"doubt" the "worthiness" of his motives. 


We must never "doubt" the sainthood of the framer.s 


of the Constitution, altho one section of Article IV re-1 
quired each state to deliver up white indentured bonds-1 
men as well as Negro slaves to a master in another state' 
claiming them. Never let it be known that the author of 1 
"New Viewpoints in American History" agrees with other 
historians in the judgment: "The members of the aristo- 
cratic class who had joined the revolutionary movement1 
had no intention of surrendering their own special privi-j 
leges in government and society simply because they had 
-joined with the unlettered masses in repudiating all po- 
litical connection with royal Britain."

We must not whisper the fact that North 


Carolina was one of the last states to ratify the Constitu- 
tion, and that its delay in doing so was because its 
framers^had violated their instructions. 
Never so much 


as mention the fact that the great majority of the soldiers 
who made independence possible were deprived of a! 
vote in selecting delegates to the ratifying conventions or 
legislatures, altho more than four years had passed since 
independence had been recognized by Great Britain. 


Let us never "doubt" the "\vorthiness" of the framers 


of the Constitution who refused to take any action in the 
convention to extend the franchise to the masses, and 
especially to the soldiers who had fought in the war. We 
should be content to believe in the sainthood of the 
"fathers"' when they decided to leave the mrtter of suf- 
frage to the states, well knowing that in all the states at 
that time masses of poor farmers, laborers and mechanics 
were disfranchised by property qualifications. 


We must ignore the special studies in the economic, 


social and political history of that period, published by 
Harvard, Yale. Columbia, Johns Hopkins and other uni- 
versities, studies which show that it was not a golden 
age and that its prominent men were by no means saints. 
They were good and had. 
Some were mean, some well- 


meaning. 
Some had itching palms. Fort\ of the 55 men 


who framed t»he Constitution personally profited by Us 
adoption. 


Some made real sacrifices. 
Others did not. - Some 


were prompted by the highest ideals and others feared 
the masses.
